Iran reported Ahwaz, provincial capital of 
itsjKiuzestan oil province was under heavy 
arfljexy bombardment as hand-to-hand 
combatflared into a seventh day in the streets 
of the Shatt A1 Arab port of Khor ramshahr , 
Meanwhile, at die United Nations, the 
Security Council, now debating the war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq, has yet to produce a 
formal proposal for dealing with the conflict.

US. Ambassador Donald F. McHenry called 
Thursday for Iraqi withdrawal from Iranian 
territory as part of peaceful settlement 
As fighting continued, an Iraqi communi- 
que broadcast by Baghdad radio conceded 3 2 
Iraqi troops were killed in 12 hours of action 
in Khorramshahr and around the neighbor- 
ing oil refining Iranian dty of Abadan from 
Thursday evening to Friday morning. It was 
die first Iraqi communique that claimed no 
Iranian casualties since the war broke out 33 
days ago on the Gulfs northern fringe. 

Tehran radio said Ahwaz, 75 miles north of 
Abadan, came under an intensive Iraqi artil- 
lery barrage since 0250 GMT and said fierce 
fights raged in Khorramsbahr’s railway sta- 
tion and the Teleghani public square. 

Iran’s official news agency Pars quoted the 
governor of Abadan as saying Iraqi forces 
were trying to penetrate Khorramshahr from 
the east to help hard-driving troops in control 
of tiie city’s northern sector overrun the 
entire port. 

Pars said belicopters-bome Iranian parat- 
roopers staged fresh hit-and-run attacks in 
the central sector of the front, knocking 19 
Iraqi tanks out of action. It also claimed 
Iran's air force drove off Soviet-made Iraqi 
fighter bombers that attempted a new attack 
on Iran's giant oil loading off-shore terminal 
of Kharg, 150 miles southwest of Abadan in 
the Gulf. 

The Iraqi communique claimed six Iranian 
tanks were destroyed, three with their crews, 
along with three rocket-launching bases in

On hostaee release 

Iran envoys see Carter 
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Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Oct 24^— President 
Carter held a secret meeting last weekend at 
Camp David with a group of Iranian officials 
to negotiate terms for the release of the 52 
American hostages in Iran, Western dip- 
lomatic sources said Thursday. 

But tiie Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, one of 
the eight members of Iran's higher defense 
council, Friday rejected any “deal” involving 
release of the American bosftages in exchange 
for spare parts for American-supplied 
weapons. 

“Iran is at war with the United States, how 
could we ask them for aid,” the ayatollah, 
powerful organizer of Tehran's Friday 
prayers, told a crowd tens-of-thousauds- 
strong on the University of Tehran campus. 

The meeting at the president’s mountain 
retreat Saturday included members of the 
delegation of Iranian Prime Minister 
M uhammad Ali Rajai, who visited New York 
last week to address the United Nations on 
the tran-Iraq war, the sources told Arab 
News. 

Rajai himself did not meet with Carter, the 
sources said. Both countries wanted to keep 
the sensitive negotiations secret, and Rajai* s 
presence at Camp David would have been 
difficult to conceal from the news media. 

Meeting with the American president were 
a number of Iranian deputy ministers and one 
general from Iran’s armed forces, according 
to diplomats. 

Analysts here believed the Iranian general 
took part in the talks to discuss the details of 


American arms shipments to Iran, which the 
president has said would follow the release of 
the hostages. 

At least $350 million of U.S. military 
hardware, purchased by Iran several years 
ago but held up because of the hostage crisis, 
is waiting and ready for shipment at several 
airbases on the East Coast, sources said. 
Another $150 milli on of purchased equip- 
ment is in the pipeline but not yet ready for 
shipment. 

Meanwhile, Republican presidential con- 
tender Ronald Reagan, in a move political 
analysts believe could backfire, has intro- 
duced the issue of the American hostages in 
Iran into his election campaign against Car- 
ter. 

Reagan’s statement that the continuing 
hostage crisis was “a humiliation and a dis- 
grace to this country” was countered within 
hours by the president, who accused his chal- 
lenger of playing politics with the hostage 
issue. 

“The fate of the hostages is too important 1 
to the hostages, their families and to our 
country to make it a political football,” Car- 
ter said. The president accused Reagan of 
breaking his pledge not to inject the issue into 
the election campaign. 

Earlier, Reagan had told reporters he 
believed the Carter Administration’s foreign 
policy “helped create the entire situation.” 
He was referring to the seizure of the Ameri- 
can embassy in Tehran last Nov. 4 and the 
resulting detention of 52 U.S. diplomats and 
oilier Americans.

Kosygin’s replacement eyes 
woeful Soviet Union economy 


MOSpOW, OcL 24 (AP) — New Premier 
Nikolai A. Tikhonov on Friday tackled tne 
job erf managing the Soviet economy plagued 
by food shortages and poor quality consumer 
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The white-haired, 75 -year-old economics 
specialist and dose ally of Soviet President 
Leonid I. Brezhnev was named head of gov- 
ernment Thursday when Alexi N. Kosygin 
asked to be relieved for health reasons. 

Brezhnev, 73 , announced the retirement of 
the 76-year-old Kosygin after a 16-year 
tenure as the No. 2 offidal in the Communist 
hierarchy. _ 

Tikhonov, who has served as first deputy 
premier since 1976, was named premier at a 
session of the supreme Soviet national parli- 
ament. He had long been expected to move 
up to the highest government administrative 
post because of Kosygin's deteriorating 
health following two heart attacks. ^ 

Western analysts viewed Tikhonov s eleva- 
tion as strengthening Brezhnev’s pi>aition 
atop the ruling Politburo. The two have 
been dose friends since working togemer m 
Ukrainian industrial projects in the ■ 93US. 

But because of his advanced age , Tikhonov 
appeared to be an interim replacement . in . e 
key portion, with overall responsibility for 
the Soviet economy. And his elevation did 
nothing to answer the problem of rejuvenat- 
ing the Soviet Union’s ruling hierarchy now 
dominated by men in their 70s. . 

Tikhdnov is known to be a tough-minded, 
hard-talking negotiator in dealings wun 
Western governments. In recent yearebe nas 
shown tiiese skills while in charge or me 
Soviet Union's crudal economic ties with the 
two Gtrmanys.

In his' most recent trip abroad, Tikhonov 
went to West Germany last May to negotiate

The Export Import Bank, a federal agency 
designed to facilitate the sale of U.S. goods 
abroad, loaned Pakistan International Air- 
lines the money to buy the planes, three of 
which were sold in 1 974 and one of which was 
sold in 1977. 

The Justice Department has brought dvxl 
suits in the past against U.S. firms to force the 
proper reporting of foreign sales commis- 
sions, but this was the first suit to recover any 
foreign payments on the basis of the fact that 
they caused a loss to the government 
The Justice Department charged that 
McDonnell Douglas entered into a scheme to 
pay secret commissions to three of its agents 
in Pakistan and to an offidal of the airline. 

The government’s complaint said that both 
the airline and the Pakistani government 
asked McDonnell Douglas to disclose the 
names of its sales agents and all the amounts 
of its promised commissions in 1973 before 
agreeing to buy the planes. 

The U.S. government said that McDonnell 
Douglas told the .airline and the Pakistani 
government that it paid commissions of only 
$ 100,000 per plane to one agent in Pakistan 
and the company later agreed to cancel those 
payments and reduce the price of each 
DC- 10 accordingly. 

U.K.to continue 
pressuring USSR 

LONDON, OcL 24 (AFP) - Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Carrington said that Britain will 
keep up its “pressure” on the Soviet Union to 
puQ out of A fghanis tan and warned tiie West 
that the Soviet Union will “use any means 
including force to further its objective to gain 
influence in other countries.” 

In a document commenting on a par- 
liamentary committee report on Afghanis- 
tan, he said it was necessary for Britain “to 
maintain the economic measures taken 
jointly by Western countries against the 
Soviet Union after the invasion.” 

Britain, he said, will continue to take part 
in discussion* on how to maintain “tight con- 
trol” over the export of modem technology 
to tiie Soviet Union. There was need also to 
improve “dose consultation among the 
NATO (North Atlantic Treaty Organization) 
allies" so as to achieve "tiie elaboration of a 
coherent policy which will leave the Soviet 
Union inno doubt of the Wesf s determina- 
tion and ability to resist expansionism." 


JEDDAH, OcL 24 (SPA) — The Supreme 
Council of Ulema — religious leaders — of 
the Kingdom has condemned Muammar 
Qaddafi of Libya for slandering the Kingdom 
and belittling the value of the pilgrimage as 
one of the five pillars of Islam. 

The council issued a statement over the 
weekend in which it censured Qaddafi for 
“perjury and lies.” He is hostile to Islam and 
to the Kingdom, i t said. 

Qaddafi had d aimed that U JS. forces were 
occupying tiie holy places of Islam in the 
Kingdom and that their warplanes were 
over-lying these places. He made the claim 
during a speech in his country marking the 
first day of the Eid AJ Adha festival. 

He had also sent a telegram to King Khaled 
protesting die presence of U.S. radar planes 
in the country which bad been requested by 
Saudi Arabia to strengthen its air defenses. 

King Khaled replied by telegram strongly 
denying the charges of American occupation 
as false and fabricated. He described him as a 
spearhead of anti- Islamic forces. 

The council, as had the World Muslim 
League before it, described Qaddafi s allega- 
tions as pure lies and said that Muslim pil- 
grims mil testify that no warplanes ever over- 
flew the holy places. 

The only aircraft that did so were helicop- 
ters deployed by the Interior Ministry to 
check on traffic during the pilgrimage. 

“Apart from the lies about the warplanes 
and American occupation of the holy 
places,” the statement said,"“ Qaddafi s sar- 
casm about the pilgrimage and that it was 
performed by naive people seeking to enter 
heaven, is a serious attempt at violating the 
sacred tenets of our religion. 

Besides, he has incited bloodshed in the 
holy dty of Mecca which was made free from 
violence until doomsday. As such, he was 
advocating the destruction of Islam.” 

It expressed surprise that a head of an 


Islamic state would make such glaring lies 
about the pilgrimage when there were mil- 
lions of pilgrims including those from Libya 
and surrounding countries to give evidence to 
the contrary. 

U called on him to pay greater attention 
and show more concern with such issues as 
the Jewish aggression in Palestine, the Com- 
munist with such issues as the Jewish aggres- 
sion in Palestine, the Communist attacks in 
Africa and the Soviet invasion and occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan, than to concentrate on 
the Kingdom which has always been and will 
continue to uphold the word of God and sup- 
port Islamic issues with all the powers at its 
disposal. 

The council denounced Qaddafi over other 
actions he had taken in his country, which it 
said were contrary to the teachings of Islam 
by denying the truth of the Prophet’s sayings 
and abandoning Islamic injunctions by apply- 
ing Communist principles in the country's 
economy. 

‘‘He has shown himself to be completely 
anti-Islamic and has striven to suspend the 
sharia law,” it said. 

Meanwhile, the Secretary Genral of the 
League has been receiving a flood of tele- 
grams and messages denouncing Qadafi and 
upholding the message of King Khaled to him 
in defense of the holy places of Islam. 

Speaking to Arab News, the Interior Minis- 
ter of Tunis. Idriss Qeqa, who performed the 
pilgrimage, said he certainly saw neither fore- 
ign troops nor foreign warplanes in the holy 
places and that Qaddafi s allegations were 
disturbing and untrue. The PLO representa- 
tive in the Kingdom Rafiq AJ Naishah said 
the allegations were false. 

“The holy places are out of bounds to 
non- Muslims, so how can Qaddafi s claims be 
true ” he said. 

Natshah said he hoped to see all the 
resources of the Muslims directed towards 


the liberation of Jerusalem and the other 
occupied lands under Israeli domination. “It 
would be better for any Arab leader to lead 
his army against Israel for then he would be in 
a better .position to blame those who do not 
march with him in such a holy struggle” he 
said. 

Kingdom asks 
to purchase 
U.S.AWACS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 — Saudi Arabia 
win try to purchase the four U.S. radar planes 
senL to the Kingdom recently by the Carter 
Administration, the Saudi Ambassador here 
said. 

Ambassador Sheikh Faisal Alhegelan told 
Arab News that Saudi Arabia wanted to keep 
the AWACS (Airborne Warning and Con- 
trol System) aircraft for defensive purposes 
even after the current Gulf crisis is resolved. 

“ The Kingdom would therefore seek to 
buy the four planes from the United States. ” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, it was reported Wednesday 
that the Pentagon had begun an in-depth staff 
study of the proposed sale of advanced F- 15 
aircraft accessories to Saudi Arabia. 

The study, ordered by Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown, would set forth die reasons 
why the sale should be made to the Kingdom, 
the New York Times said. 

Saudi acquisition of advanced F- 1 5 acces- 
sories was protested by some key pro- Israeli 
members of Congress, who view the sale as 
potentially dangerous to Israel. 


As petrodollars flood Tokyo 

SAMA chief planning trip to Japan 


TOKYO, Oct. 24 (AP) — Saudi Arabia’s 
central bank governor is due in Tokyo next 
week for an extended visit that analysts link 
to record levels of petrodollars pouring into 
Japan over the past six months. 

“The* Arabs are very bullish on Japan ” 
says Eric Hayden of the Bank of America’s 
Tokyo office. The visit by Abdul Aziz Al- 
Quraishi, governor of the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMA), Hayden says, 
"is tremendously significant-’’ 

“I think he is coming to see if the Japanese 
are as confident of their economy as his 
advisers are,” says Hayden. 

Figures compiled from private and gov- 
ernment sources indicate that foreign inves- 
tors have pumped as much as $12 billion into 
Japan so far this year. About two- thirds of 
that comes from oil producing Arab coun- 
tries, and the rest from America and Europe, 
figures show. 

Japanese officials refuse to disclose details 
of Quraishf s visit other than to say that he is - 
coming at the invitation of Bank of Japan 
Governor Haruo Mayekawa and wQJ meet 
with Finance Minister Michio Walanabe. 
Published Japanese reports say Ouraishi 
might stay as long as a month. He is due to 
arrive Saturday.

KAMPALA, Oct. 24 ( AP) — Hundreds of 
former soldiers of former President Idi Amin 
are poised to attack the eastern Uganda town 
of Kapchorwa, near the Kenya border, the 
official government daily, Uganda Times, said 
Friday. 

The newspaper, quoting .government 
sources in the district capital of Mbale, said 
the men were “in dose contact with a group 
of disgruntled politicians who have been 
tr aining rebels in a neighboring country,” an 
apparent reference to Kenya. Government 
officials have previously accused Kenya of 
harboing Ugandan dissidents. 

Kapchorwa, near 14,000-foot (4.200- 
meter) Ml Elgon, is 30 kilometers (18 miles) 
from the border. 

Uganda's five- month-old ruling military 
commission, led by chairman Paulo 
Muwanga, says the country is facing attacks 
across various parts erf its borders and is fight- 
ing saboteurs in Kampala, the capital. 

McCarthy says 
Reagan 9 s tops 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AFP) - 
Former Democratic Senator Eugene McCar- 
thy, who was an independent candidate for 
tiie UB. presidency in 1 976, _ Wednesday 
announced that he was supporting Republi- 
can Ronald Reagan for presidenL 

McCarthy, dubbed “the peace candidate" 
during his bid to win the Democratic nomina- 
tion in 1968, said; “To suggest that (former) 
Governor Reagan is likely to propel the 
United States into war is ridiculous.” 

McCarthy was originally backing indepen- 
dent candidates for the Nov. 4 vote, but said 
he switched because it would be impossible 
for an independent to win. 


Securities -tftd., predict ±at the level, of.

Meanwhile, King Khaled thanked 
Sheikh Abdul Wahab Abdul Wasie, 
minister of pilgrimage and endowments, 
for the efforts of the annual grand seminar 
of Mina. The seminar called for adhering 
to the teaching of Islam and supported 
Crown Prince FahcTs call for Jihad (holy 
struggle) to liberate Jerusalem.

Khaled protesting the presence of the 
Advanced Warning and Control System 
radar planes in Saudi Arabia. The Libyan 
leader also had said that the holy places were 
occupied by United States forces and that 
warplanes had been carding over the holy 
places. 

However, the King answered by saying 
that the planes were Intended to provide sec- 
urity for the Kingdom and holy places and 
that by objecting, to them, Qaddafi had 
become a spearhead against Islam and the 
holy places, which Saudi Arabia is honored to 
serve and protect. 

The Saudi Arabian monarch emphasized 
that the government makes decisions arising 
from its own sovereignty and security needs 
and its dedication to the word of God and the 
holy struggle, jihad, on which Muslims are 
unanimous. 

The statement said that Qaddafi had ear- 
lier attacked Islam, dared to misinterpret the 
Koran and even denied the veracity of the 
Prophet’ s sayinggs. 

Pilgrims from Kenya and other East Afri- 
can countries also sent cables to Sheikh 
Harakan strongly condemning Qaddafi s 
allegations against Islam, Islamic holy places 
and die Kingdom that spared no effort in 
serving and protecting the holy places. 

Meanwhile, Imams of mosques con- 
demned Qaddafi after the Friday prayer 
speech. The Imams said that QaddafTs slan- 
ders are dear proof of the hatred against 
Muslims by die enemies of Islam. Hie call to 
suspend the pilgrimage is nothing but a des- 
tructive invitation that originates from here- 
tics, they said.

Egypt urges Israel to soften 
attitude toward Arab mayors 


CAIRO. Oct. 24 ( AP) — Egypt has called 
on Israel to drop its "intransigent” attitude 
toward two Palestinian West Bank leaders 
and to release political prisoners in an 
attempt to encourage Palestinian participa- 
tion in the Middle East peace talks. • ■* . 

The Egyptian demands came during a 
45 - minute meeting Thursday between Minis- 
ter of State for Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali 
and Israeli Ambassador to Cairo Eliahu Ben 
Elissar who was summoned to the foreign 
ministry, the Middle East News Agency said. 

In Tel Aviv meanwhile, the Israeli supreme 
court issued a temporary injunction Thurs- 
day against deporting the two Palestinian 
mayors from the West Bank until their case is 


reviewed by the court. 

Judge Miriam Ben-Porath said she was 
issuing the injunction since the Israeli milit- 
ary government had already promised not to 
deport the mayors until their case was dealt 
with by the court. Her ruling was seen primar- 
ily as a technical measure to let the mayors 
stay dose at band until their appeal is ruled 
upon probably next week. 

Mayors Fahd Qawasmeh of Hebron and 
M uhamm ad Milh em of Halhoul appealed to 
the court to overrule the deportation order 
issued by Israeli occupation authorities six 
months ago. The two were exiled from the 
West Bank in the wake of the May 3 Palesti- 
nian attack in Hebron that killed six Jewish 
settlers.

not be diverted from it by the war between 
Iran and Iraq, Egypt’s ambassador to the 
United States says. 

"We should never forget the Palestinian 
problem” while focusing on other, more 
immediate issues, Ashraf Ghorbal told the 
Baltimore Council on foreign Relations. 

The Palestine issue, he said, is the “key to 
tranquility in the area.” 

speaking of the Camp David agreements 
and the Palestine issue, Ghorbal said that 
despite all the problems, “human' ingenuity 
will not fail us,” and peace will one day come 
to the Middle East. 

The ambassador said that negotiations 
should also solve Iraq’s grievances concern- 
ing the disputed Sbatt A1 Arab waterway. 
Iraq has cited problems over control erf the 
waterway as the reason for its attack on Iran. 

“None of us want the dismemberment of 
Iran to anybody's advantage,” be said. 

Ghorbal said that Israel's security would be 
best served “not through annexation, but 
through acceptance, normalization.” The 
solution of the Palestinian issue also would 
help create the momentum for the “area as a 
whole to meet the Soviet challenge,” he 
added. 


U.S. warns 
Begin against 

annexing 

the Golan 

TEL AVIV, Ort. 24 (AP) The United 
States has warned Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin against annexing the 
occupied Golan Heights of Syria to Israel, 
Israeli newspapers reported Thursday. 

The papers quoted U.S. sources as say- 
ing Ambassador Samuel Lewis called on 
Begin Wednesday and expressed “vigor- 
ous objection” to moves underway in the 
Israeli parliament to legislate the annexa- 
tion of the Golan. 

A spokesman for Begin daimed the 
report was leaked by the U.S. embassy, 
and called it “unauthorized and inaccu- 
rate." But die spokesman. Dan Pattir. 
refused to give details what was said at the 
Begin- Lewis meeting. U.S. embassy offi- 
cials were not immediately available for 
comment. 

The Maori* newspaper quoted Begin as 
telling Lewis he would not interfere in the 
parliament’s legislative procedures. 

Eighteen members of Begin' s 64- 
member coalition have sponsored a bill to 
make the Golan Heights a part of Israel. 
The bill is to be sent to Begin s cabinet for 
'consideration, and is expected to run into 
opposition from dovish ministers who fear 
such an action will hurt peace prospects. 

Critics say the Golan Heights bill wall 
compound the diplomatic damage 
inflicted on Israel by its controversial 
“Jerusalem bill,'' an act of parliament last 
July that wrote the annexation of Arab 
East Jerusalem into Israeli law and 
prompted all foreign embassies to move 
out of the holy city. 

The bill’s supporters say that since Syria 
refuses to enter into peace talks with 
Israel, and recently signed a friendship 
treaty with the Soviets, there is no hope 
for a negotiated settlement of the Golan's 
future. They also contend that with world 
attention focused on the Iran -Iraq war 
and the U.S. election, the Golan bilT s pas- 
sage will attract little notice. 

Israel has vowed never to abandon the 
Golan, a 4 00- square- mile volcanic 
plateau overlooking the Sea of Galilee 
and strategically invaluable in defending 
Israel's narrow coastal strip. 

But it has refrained from annexing it, 
hoping to be able to bargain away pan of it 
for a peace settlement with Syria. Since 
capturing the zone in the 1967 Mideast 
war, Israel has built about two dozen Jew- 
ish settlements on the Golan. 


Somalia seeking arms from Egypt 


CAIRO, Oct. 24 (R) — Somali Deputy 
Defense Minister Omar Muhammad has 
asked Egypt for arms, defense ministry offi- 
cials said, 

Maj.-Gen. Muhammad who is also Somali 
chief of staff, gave the request to Egyptian 
Chief of Staff Abdul Halim Abou Lhazala at 
a meeting here Thursday they said. 

They declined to give details of the arms. 
Egyptian factories produce jeeps, armored 
cars, mortars, medium artillery, small arms 


and ammunition for a wide range of Soviet 
guns. 

The officials said Muhammad’s visit was 
planned two weeks ago and had no connec- 
tion with the state of emergency declared by 
Somali President Muhammad Siad Barre 
three days ago. 

Somalia, one of three Arab countries not to 
have broken off relations with Cairo after last 
year’s Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty, main- 
tains dose military cooperation with Egypt.

ArafaL chairman of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, is to address the UNESCO 
General Conference here Monday, informed 
sources here said. 

Arafat will attend the meeting of the U.N. 
Educational. Scientific and Cultural Organ- 


ization at the invitation of the Yugoslav gov- 
ernment. and will deliver a " major speech'' at 
the plenary session Monday, the sources said. 
The report has not been officially confirmed. 

The UNESCO Assembly has condemned 
Israeli policies on Jerusalem and occupied 
Arab territories twice since Sept. 23.

LOME, Togo, Oct. 24 (AP) — A draft 
proposal fora ceasefire in the long civil war in 
Chad has been approved by delegates from 
both sides, informed sources said Thursday. 

The draii, prepared by officials of the 
Organization of African Unity, calls for a 
ceasefire in the divided capital. N'Djamena, 
and for its demilitarization, the sources said. 
The opposing forces would be withdrawn 70 
miles from the shattered city and a neutral

Weaver eyes Coetzee, stays 
confident about first defense 


SUN CITY, South Africa, Oct. 24 (R) — 
World Boxing Association (WBA) 
heavyweight champion Mike Weaver took 
the “first round” psychologically when he 
received more cheers than his South African 
challenger, Genie Coetzee at Thursday’s 
medical for their little fight on Saturday. 

Flexing his already prominent muscles. 
Weaver, makin g his first defense of the title 
he won from compartriot John Tate last 
March, drew shouts of support from the 
mainly South African crowd. The taciturn 
South African never so much as glanced at his 
relaxed, gum- chewing opponent as both were 
pronounced fit for the championship dash in 
this Casino Hotel resort out of the African 
bush. 

This will be Coetzee’ s second shot at the 
WBA title. Last year he lost to Tate on points 
when they met for the crown vacated by 
Muhammad Ali. But Tate's brief reign when 
he was knocked out by Weaver in the 15th 
round of his first defense. 

Weaver, 28, nicknamed “Hercules”, 
wound up his heavy training Wednesday and 
said he was confident of retaining the title. 
Most boxing experts here are reluctant to 
predict the outcome of the fight between two 
men who have both registered spectacular 
knockout victories in their careers. 

Respected American trainer Angelo Dun- 
dee said: “ You can toss a coin on this one. It' s 
going to be a punchers’ fight and both these 
boys can really punch.” 

But the winner will still remain in the 
shadow of rival World Boxing Council 
(WBC) heavyweight champion Lany 


Holmes, recent victory over Ali, who is univ- 
ersally accepted as the world's number one. 
Promoter Bob Arum said Thursday that he 
hoped the winner of this week' s clash would 
meet Holmes late next year to decide the true 
champion. 

Meanwhile, in London it was announced 
that WBC light- middleweight champion 
Maurice Hope of Britain will defend his title 
against Argentine Carlos Herrera in London 
on Nov. 26, Promoter Mickey Duff made the 
announcement Thursday. 

It will be Hope's second defense of the 
WBC crown. He won the vacant title against 
Italian Rocky Mattioli last year and after a 
long lay-off /during which he underwent 'an 
operation for a detached retina in his eye, 
Hope returned to the ring to stop the Italian 
here in July. 

Owen recovering 

LON DON , Oct. 24 (AFP) — British boxer 
Johnny Owen, critically injured during a 
world title figh t in America last month , stands 
a “good chance” of making a full recovery 
according to his manager Dai Gardiner. 

“J ohnny is still in a coma, but everything is 
d earning up. He is responding when his 
father speaks to him. His eyes are flickering 
and sometimes he gives a couple of kicks.” 
said Mr. Gardiner after arriving at Heathrow 
from Los Angeles. The doctors say that in 
tim e he should make a complete recovery — 
but it’s still early days.” 

Owen's idols, the Manchester United 
football team, have recorded a special tape 
for him in the hope it will help his recovery. 


Walley boosts Palace 
but Leeds still struggling 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (AP) - Mike.

“It will be hard to step into the shoes of 
Terry Venables because he was a tremendous 
personality here,” said the striker. “It must 
be looking good for Eamie, though. 

‘Td like to see him installed as manager 
and so would the rest of the players.” 

Walley refuses to accept that two victories 
fundamentally alter his chances. “I am not 
getting carried away,” he said. “There is still 
a long, long way to go and we've got to take 
one step at a time. 

“I know what makes these players tide. I 
can shout at them and they can have their say. 
My job is to make them believe in themselves 
and bring out foe immense talent that is 
here.”

Rodgers aims at record fifth 
consecutive New York win 
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NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (AP) — Bill Rod- 
gets and Grete Waitz, the acknowledged king 
and queen of long-distance racing, face some 
new challengers Sunday as they bid to con- 
tinue jheir mastery in the Uth New York 
Gty Marathon, which has drawn a record 
field of 16,005. 

The 32-year-old Rodgers, the world's 
top-ranked marathoner and the American 
record holder, is seeking an unprecedented 
fifth consecutive victory in the demanding 
26-mfle, 385-yard (about 42.2 kms) event, 
one of the most prestigious marathons in die 
world. 

Waitz, 27, a teacher from Oslo, Norway, 
who never has lost a cross country race or 
road race and owns the fastest marathon time 
for women, will be bidding for her third 
straight New York triumph. 

Rodgers’ fastest time this year was 2 hours, 
12 minutes. 11 seconds — in winning his 
fourth Boston marathon and third in a row. 
That was nearly three minutes slower than his 
American mark of 2:09:27, set at Boston in 
1979. 

Gerard Nijboer erf the Netherlands, the 
Olympic stiver medalist and the second fas- 
test marathoner in history, is Rodgers’ 
strangest foe. 

Ear lier this year, in only his third 
marathon, the 24-year-old Nijboer won the 
Amsterdam event in 2:09:01, a time second 
only to Australian Derek Clayton’s 2:08:34 
fetin 1969 at Antwerp, Belgium. 


Other new challengers for Rodgers indude 
Filbert Bayi of Tanzania, Finnish Olympian 
Martti Vainio and Mexico' s Rodolfo Gomez. 

Bayi, former world record holder in the 
1,500 meters and the mile, was the 1980 
Olympic silver medalist in the 3,000-meter 
steeplechase.

It is still too eariy to say what the ultimate consequences of the 
Iraqi- Iranian war will be. A month of fighting has seen both countries 
paying a horrifying human and economic price, with no real hope of 
an eariy end for the hostilities. Both sides have yet to publish full 
casualty figures. But the figures are known to be high. The economic 
cost for each of them has already run into billions. And although Iraq 
can daim that its military objectives have been more or less achieved, 
the country will take at least five years to resume its development 
program, let alone reach the economic boom it had enjoyed before, 
the start of the conflict Iran has lost even more. Indeed, one could 
say that it is facing an economic catastrophe. It has lost parts of its 
land; and has not even been able to muster the international sym- 
pathy it expected to be accorded it. It too will need a long time to 
recover. 

Perhaps the more dangerous consequence is that of foreign inter- 
vention in the area. Before the war, most observers thought the 
threats of foreign intervention in the Gulf guite empty; that there is 
no scenario which will allow foreign powers to enter the area militar- 
ily. But the war changed all that dramatically. The superpower rivalry 
has now effected its entry into the area; and what looked improbable 
before is now all too possible. 

The war could not have come at a worse time than it did for the ; 
Arab and Islamic worlds. The Islamic countries were in the process of > , 
achieving a unity of action which was sorely needed given the dangers 
threatening them. But all that has to wait now. The Arabs too, who at 
one point appeared to be on the verge of overcoming their divisions, 
following strenuous efforts on the part of some countries, are now 
even more divided. Israel, of course, realises that it can gain a great 
deal from the present crisis, and will do its utmost to maximise its 
profits from it 

The prospects for the two combatants, as well as for the area as a 
whole, are truly appalling. In the absence of a negotiated settlement 
the two sides could fight indefinitely, resorting to irregular warfare 
when then heavy materiel is exhausted. The war might roread to 
neighboring areas, providing the superpowers with an alibi for inter- 
vention. Given the importance of the area, the danger of an interna- 
tional crisis of the first magnitude is very dearly on the cards. 

But against this bleak picture, there are also some signs of hope, 
which have become more apparent in the last two days. One of these 
is the success of Habib al Chatti, the Islamic envoy, in meeting 
Imam Khomeini. This is the first time that the ayatollah agrees to 
meet a foreign envoy, especially one whose professed aim is to 
initiate a process leading to a peaceful settlement of the conflict. The 
second sign was the plan produced by the PLO for ending the fighting 
— a plan which guarantees the minimum requirements of both sides. 
There were also reports of secret meetings attended by the combat- 
ants, organized by Cuba and India. Iran, significantly, declared that it 
would accept Islamic and nonaligned mediation. Finally, the visit by 
Iran's' premier to Algeria, ostensibly to offer condolences to its 
people over the Asnam disaster, must necessarily have another 
dim ension, given that the 1975 treaty between Iraq and Iran was 
readied as a result of Algerian brokerage, so that the Algerians might 
be seen as the best referees available for its interpretation. 

SAD TIMES 

The closure or suspension of any newspaper is a sad affair and the 
permanent demise of a good quality publication is even sadder. Thus 
\ the announcement in London that xheTimes and (he once immensely 
succesrful Sunday Times will dose down early next year if they are not 
acquired by somebody, was bad news for the media everywhere and 
for the British public in particular. 

Both newspapers belong to the vanishing breed of publications 
dedicated to a high standard of journalism, good reporting, good 
English and a varied fare of stories, articles, analysis and news in 
perspective. 

They suffered from the continued use of antiquated machinery 
because the unions would not let them modernize. Costs kept mount- 
ing while circulation and advertising revenues were falling until 
finally it was found impossible to continue -publishing profitably. 
Now the unions will lose all the jobs with the two newspapers. Little 
chance remains of finding alternative employment in Fleet Street, 
whose press is also trapped by machinery that is already too old to 
make much financial sense anyway. 

Without access to new methods of production, there cannot be 
man y saviors for the Times. So, it looks like the two famous newspap- 
ers are destined to die next year, and the worid of quality journalism 
will have lost two of its finest publications. 
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Somalia facing dilemma over Ogadeii refugees

MOGADISHU — 
According to his own account, Hassan O sman’ s 
village in the Ogaden, near Harrar, was burned six 
times by Ethiopian soldiers, and his cattle driven 
off, before he decided to seek shelter for his family 
in one of the refugee camps of Somalia. 

They arrived here, in the sprawling ramp of Las 
Dhure, after a journey of two weeks on foot After 
Hassan Osman has marked out a temporary shelter 
for his family on the flinty ground, he plans to return 
to his village, retrieve his Kalashnikov submachine 
gun, and take up with other fighters of the West 
Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) in the bitter 
struggle to force out the Ethiopians and their Cuban 
advisers from the Ogaden. 

What seems wry and tough in Hassan Osman — 
and indeed what has made the WSLF a formidable 
fighting force — seems pathetic and emaciated in 
. his tiny malnourished son of nine mofe&s: and this 
. pattern, repeated through thousands*® families in 
Somalia's refugee camps, has posed an excruciating 
dilemma for the international community. 

The humanitarian needs are self-evident, and 
were starkly driven home recently, when the war in 
the Gulf ait off oil to Somalia and halted food 
supplies to the camps. And yet it is also clear that 
fighters like Hassan Osman are keeping-the conflict 
in tiie Ogaden alive, more firmly establishing the 
Russian presence in Ethiopia and — in the view of 
many African diplomats throughout the Horn — 
threatening to reopen a score of old wounds over 
colonial boundaries. 

There is, as one diplomat in Mogadishu puts it, 
nothing new in a country exploiting a refugee arsis 
far political ends. Somalia's daim to the Ogaden 
desert, which was bequeathed to the Ethiopians in 
colonial times even though the bulk of the popula- 
tion are Somali is unabated. Somali regulars have 
crossed into the Ogaden in laige numbers on atleast 
one occasion this summer. 

Soon reports have dearly undermined the inter- 
national response to the crisis. There are, at pres- 
ent, over 750,000 refugees in 32 camps on the 
western frontiers of Somalia. The figure is consi- 
dered inflated try the Ethiopians, but accepted by 
the UNHCR which is coordinating the response. At 
the current rate of arrivals, the number could top 

900,000 by the end of the year, making Somalia the 
largest refugee crisis anywhere in the world, after 
Pakistan. 

In addition, 600,000 nomads have drifted into 
tire country, their traditional pasturage disrupted by 
the war in the Ogaden and three years of intermit- 
tent drought 

The UNHCR has appealed for $132 milli on 
through to August next year, $80 millions'to go on 
food. By the beginning of last month, 121 ,000 tons 
of the 196,000 tons had been pledged, and 70,000 
tons had already arrived. Despite this, the appeal is 
still short by over $40 million, and is also danger- 
ously dependent on the United States, which is 
contributing almost 60 per cent of the food, and the 
EEC. Traditional donors — particularly Can ada 
and Australia — are reserving judgment. 

Few doubted that the U.S. would respond gener- 
ously, after the recent military agreement with 
Somalia which allows the U.S. use the Berbera 
facilities in return for $40 million of arms credit over 
two years. Other Western donors, however, are still 
mindful of the Kampuchean relief effort, which 
drew deeply on their emergency budgets and also 
made them wary of committing food aid without 
guarantees that it would go to refugees and not 
gerrillas. 

Even though there is Utttie to reassure them ia 
the activities of the WSLF, the humanitarian needs 
grow greater by the day. A recent survey in the 
camps on the northwest, by the Center for Disease 
Control, Atlanta, found that no less than 39 per 
cent of all children under 5 in the camp of Las 
Dhure were malnourished — a significant deterio- 
ration over May, when the figure stood at 28 per 
cent. 

"It is one of the worst — if not the worst — 
documented case anywhere in Africa," said 
Melinda Moore, who conducted the survey. - 
“Worse even than the Sahel.” 

Moore’s findings sent ripples of panic through the 
200 relief workers in Somalia. They are still being 
treated gingerly, because they also showed that nut- 
rition levels in other camps had improved. 

But even this may be ominous. The most likely 
explanation is that Las Dhure is the only “open” 
camp in the northwest, where refugees from the 
Ogaden are still arriving, often in the last stages of 
exhaustion and- trauma. If, as seems probable, the 
ten tad es of famine are reaching back with them in 


to the camps from the par died desert they left 
behind, it is one more reminder that the relief 
effort, as well as bong late off the mark, is still ill 
equipped to handle the steady increase In refugees. 

Refugees and officials through the camps paint a 
grim picture of food distribution since the Somalis 
first appealed for international assistance in Sep- 
tember 1 979. Asked if food arrived at the western 
camp of Mario nley, Francis Balmer, a Swiss official, 
shrugged his shoulders and said “Inshala.” Even 
before the fuel was cut off. Las Dhure was without 
food for one stretch of five days, and one truck took 
17 days to arrive from Mogadishu. 

“If s only the refugees’ toughness that has pre- 
vented a really major disaster” said Lome 
Gia co nielli, the UNHCR representative in the 
northwest. 

One problem all along has been logistical. The 
camps lie out on the fringes of desert, linked to the 
coastal strip by foul, pock-marked, roads, until a 
recent shipload of 57 trucks arrived from the EEC, 
the country-wide program could only count on 26 
trucks — with just three serving the northwestern 
camps like Las Dhure, (compared to the 1000 
available in Kampuchea), spare parts and fuel — 
200 gallons of diesel is needed a day — are hard to 
come by, and breakdowns frequent particularly on 
the 1 ,500 kilometer journey from Mogadishu to the 
northwest. 

Another complaint is that the various com- 
modities, arrive separately, making a balanced diet 
almost impossible’. Sugar is particularly hard to 
come by; Somalis are phenomenally sweet-toothed, 
and infants in camps like Las Dhure vomit up the 
porridge they are given without it. Despite frequent 
enquiries the EEC has yet to release any of its 
surplus sugar. 


Muddle has also been caused because all food 
imports are handled by two state-owned trading 
companies. One has responsibility for oil, sugar and 
milk powder, the other for rice, sorghum and maize. 
Since 1978, they have made no distinction between 
emergency rations for the refugees, and Somalia’s 
normal food imports, distributing through their reg- 
ional storehouses where needed. 

This has meant that commodities fail to arrive at 
the same time, and also that food aid lands up on the 
open market — to the delight of visiting Western 
journalists. It has also made it harder to ensure that 
food is not channelled directly to the WSLF. All 
problems which have bedevilled the aid program on 
the Thai/ Kampuchea border. 

Recently, the Somali government agreed in prin- 
ciple to a separate system of storage and distribu- 
tion for the refugees, under the overall supervision 
of the National Refugee Commission. 

Set up in 1978, the commission now looks set to 
vault from a minor liaison office (with outstanding 
debts of over £1 million) to one of the fastest grow- 
ing departments in the government. Irrespective of 
whether it is up to the task — and no one underes- 
timates the difficulty of distributing 500 tons of 
food a day to almost a million refugees in a country 
which is largely nomadic and has suffered from 
Italian and British colonization — die last thing that 
Somalia needs is a semi-permanent aid machinery, 
with its paralled administration and well-heeled 
foreign relief officials. 

The Refugee Commission is already sucking 
away trained nympower from the key departments 
of health and agriculture, and Somalia’s aid is grow- 
ing lopsided. While die EEC is putting up $33 mil- 
lion for the refugee emergency this year alone, it is 
giving less than $70 million for the agriculture over 


the next five years — a chronic distortion of 
priorities, given that Somalia will have to import 

1 20.000 tons of food this vear. 

The same is true of the refugee camps. As the 
refugees capture die international imagination, 
pressure is building to improve facilities. Las Dhure 
has only one water pump for 50,000 people, and no 
sanitation: babies are delivered onto mud floors by 
traditional midwives, and have helped to contribute 
tq a death rate of 1 5 a day, and no doubt, to Moore's 
startling findings. 

As a result, the growing number of non- 
governmental agencies are elbowing with each 
other to make conditions less unbearable, and Paul 
Harding, the U.N. high commissioner for refugees 
said here recently after a visit to the camps that 
donors would give more generously if some long- 
term plans were afoot. 

But relief officials point out that the camps have 
been placed to be as temporary as posable, where 
they can cause least disruption to traditional pas- 
ture lands (particularly near Las Dhure in the 
northwest, which produces the bulk of Somalia's 
livestock, and hard currency), and also where they 
can serve as vivid reminders of Ethiopia aggression 
in the Ogaden. 

This positioning has made them totally unsuit- 
able for drainage, water or agriculture. Even the 
open latrines being built in Las Dhure are sunk into 
hard rock which is unlikely to absorb waste. 

The Somali government now faces the dilemma 
of any government which offers asylum to refugees. 
It could move them to better sites but it is adamant 
that they will some day return to an Ogaden control- 
led by Somalia, aware of their propaganda value in 
the war against Ethiopia, and afraid of the reaction 
of local Somalis if the refugees are seen receiving 
better food and medical treatment. (Guardian) 


Lpoking at Poland through its jokes

! WARSAW - 

Poland's Communists, 'according to a joke mak- 
ing the rounds here, are' having so much trouble 
finding new members that they will pay 500 zlotys 
for every new members, 1,000 for two and, for 
three, 1 ,000 zlotys plus the recruiter’ s release from* 
the party. For si gnin g up four new members, the 
recruiter gets 1 ,000 zlotys (about $33) and a letter 
certifying that he never belonged to the party. 

Poles, always ready with a joke, love to poke fun 
at the system and the men who nin it. They have a 
whole new crop after their summer of labor unrest 
and political upheaval. The new gags are heavy with 
politics, the problems of the party, the fall of party 
chief Edward Gierek and the rise of Stanislaw 
Kama, and the development of independent new 
labor unions. 

There is one about a young Polish soldier who is 
undergoing political indoctrination along with basic 
t raining . “If you see a Russian- soldier and an 
American soldier, which do you shoot?” an officer 
asks the soldier. 

“The Russian,” the soldier replies, and is 
promptly ordered back for more indoctrination. 


Two weeks later he is asked the same question and 
gives the same answer. Wrong again, the officer 
says, “ask me.” So the soldier puts the question to 
the officer, who answers quickly, ‘’The American." 

“Ah, I see,” the recruit says. “ YoU&re saving the . 
Russian for me.” 

With his predecessors Edward Ochab and 
Wladislaw Gomulka still alive, Gierek gives Poland 
the distinction of being the only Communist coun- 
try with three living former party secretaries. A 
joke has it that they are going to form “their own 
independent, self-governing union ” 

A Polish writer once advised outsiders: “Look at 
Poland through its jokes and you get a more accu- 
rate picture of what the people think than through 
the official media.” 

Down through history the Poles have been 
invaded and occupied by their more militant neigh- 
bors, and they have resorted to story telling as a 
means of forgetting their problems. These days the 
Russians, for whom the Poles have little affection, 
figure in a large number of the stories, partly out of 
fear that they might be back as occupiers and partly 
because of the fact that the two countries’ economic 
relations seem to be tipped in Moscow’s favor. This 
relationship has given rise to such stories as these: 


Russian and Polish veterinarians cooperate on a 
breeding project to cross a giraffe with a cow. The 
resulting hybrid can graze in Poland and be milked 
in' the Soviet Union. 

Three men — a Russian, an American and 'a Pole 
— agree to meet for coffee at 4 o' dock in the 
afternoon. The American and the Russian are on 
time, but the Pole is an hour late. 

“I had to stand in line to buy a ham,” the Pole 
says. 

“What’s a line?” the American asks. 

“Whatfs a ham?” the Russian asks. 

_ East Germany and its rigid rqgime are often men- 
tioned, in this case as customers for Polish sausage: 

Two foxes meet at the border and the German 
asks, “Why are you coming here?” 

“To eat sausage," the Pole answers. “Why are 
you going to Poland?” 

“To bark, -my friend, to bark,” the German ans- 
wers. 

Gierek and Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev, 
during one of their conferences, find a wallet con- 
taining $5,000. 

“We will share it in true Socialist fashion,” 
Brezhnev says. “Oh, no,” Gierek answers. “Fifty- 
fifty or nothing.”

China tries to find work for women

LONDON - 

Two- thirds of China's unemployed young are 
women. This newly- reported fact threatens the 
country’s modernization and, as the People's 
Republic enters its fourth decade, exposes a major 
limitation on its revolutionary daims. 

A recent set of statistics from the State Bureau of 
Labor in the j oumal Chinese Women underlines the 
problem of employment as an important national 
issue, and focuses on out-of-work women. 
Although they suffer most from unemployment, the 
magazine contends they have “the advantage of 
being mtelligbnt, dexterous, attentive, and 
patient.” 

This assertion is in line with a spate of related 
articles boosting the status of girl babies, never at a 
premium in China, as Pe king sets a course toward' 
one-child families. A current Central Committee 
communication draws attention to women's innate 
superiority in house-keeping. Chinese Women more 
generously maintains that they surpass men in tex- 
tiles and weaving. 

There are now at least 20 million unemployed 
young people in China, many of them disgruntled 
urbanites, truants from the agricultural labor to 
which they were “sent down" during die Cultural 


Revolution's attempt to integrate city and country. 
Despite commands to return to the countryside 
many continue to linger at home , wholly dependent 
on their families. 

Official eagerness to step up female employment 
links to the wider drive to create thousands of mini- 
ature urban “collectives” (a word chosen to keep 
the distinction with exploitive capitalist private 
enterprise). These are a corollary of new Premier 
Zhao Ziyang's enthusiasm for agricultural private 
plots and other ‘“sidelines” which furnish urban 
connoisseurs with the fresh-water crabs and other 
delieades state-run enterprises cannot supply. 

According to a report from the General 
Administration of Industry and Commerce, 1979 
witnessed an increase in the number of households 
“permitted to run a business", a figure presently in 
excess of 250,000, with 400,000 expected by the 
end of the year. Such businesses engage in repairs 
and service, purveying drinks and food, and even 
peddling. Visitora to the Great Wall now pass bet- 
ween lines of “antique'’ peddlars. One of Gum’s 
most senior economists last year bewailed the 
absence- of porters and snacks at railway stations 
and noted morosely that rest days are given over to 
persona] laundry, a once- thriving Chinese enter- 
prise. 

Activities such as these', iris now being emphas- 


ized, suit women. Chinese Women observes that 
because they are labor-intensive women's jobs 
demand lower investment at a time of tight money. 

The journal reminds its readers that in 1953 
nearly nine million people, almost half the national 
workforce, were self-employed. By 1978 only 

150,000 remained but the recent upward trend. 
Chinese Women says, is encouraging and relies on 
“emancipating the mind and relaxing policies”, 
codewords for the current economic U-tura. An 
example hailed by the magazine is the children of 
the Harbin railway station staff, who operate aieft- 
luggage service, sell cold drinks, and buy tickets pa 
behalf of passengers. 

The party has always insisted that the inclusion of 
women in the workforce is the only road to political 
liberation. But even after the 1949 seizure of 
power, and well into the sixties, female employment 
never exceeded one-third, a figure markedly less 
than in the Soviet Utiion. 

In any event, "wo men- work”, despite certain 
well-publicized “iron” exceptions during the Cul- 
tural Revolution such as engine drivers, power-line ■ 
technicians and foundry workers, remains confuted 
to well-tried occupations. The currently fashion- 
able ones include embroidery, notably .where done 
on- a putting-out system at-home, garment cutting 
and styling, knitting and pavement yeutiing.{OFNS} ?

He was readily taken on as a 
cwrerinthe prestigious Edward College of 
jshawar in 1 93 3, where he stayed for seven 
sars. 

He then moved on to the famous Oriental 
allege of Lahore, which he left in 1924 to 
tfceup die appointment as a reader in Arabic 
ithe Aligarh University, which was then the 
ighest institution of Muslim learning in the 
odivided India. 

By this time Allama Memon had es tab- 
shed his authority in Arabic language and 
Deny throughout the Arab world and when 
le professors chair fell vacant in the univer- 
,ly the authorities waived the required 
cademic conditions and offerd the chair to 
dm. He became professor of Arabic in the 
arivenityin 1942. 

After the creation of Pakistan. Allama 


Memon migrated to the new Muslim state to 
head the Arabic departments of first the Pun- 
jab University and then the Karachi Univer- 
sity. 

For Allama Memon. life was not an easy 
I^ssage. He had to work hard for every step 
he took forward. But his capacity for hard 
works was tremendous and was matched only 
by his intellectual honesty, intuitive grasp of 
essentials and bold exposition of any lapses, 
without mincing words. He literally sweated 
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Allama Abdul Aziz Memon 

over thousands of books, and undertook long 
journeys not only within the country but also 
to almost all the Arab centers of learning 
including Mecca, Cairo and Damacus, in pur- 
suit of important and valuable manuscripts. 

The results of his intellectural efforts are 
breath-taking. Each of the SO books he wrote 
and the innumerable contributions he made 
to specialised journals has its own individual 
significance and value. But three of his works 
will continue to enrich the Arabic language 
and literature. 

The first of these, “Simtui-La-Aalf (Bead 
of Pearls) is a scholarly work of immense 


value. It deals with the commentary of the 
great Andalusian minister-scholar Abu 
Obaid Ai-B&kii (1040-1094) on an original 
work known as "AmUi" by Abu! AJi Al- 
Ouali (901-967). 

Al- Quail was a tutor to Prince Al-Hakam 
in the court of Caliph Abdul Rahman AJ- 
Nasir (921-961). “Amiir. apparently, a 
compilation of notes dictated by him, is an 
encyclopaedic work dealing with Quranic 
verses, the traditions of the Holy Prophet 
(Peace be upon him), poetry and diction. 

Al-Bakri, who flourished nearly 100 years 
after Ai-Quali, gave his own impress to 
“A mali" by adding his comments and views 
to those of Al- Quaii. 

Allama Memon brought out a well- 
researched, fully annotated and authentic 
edition of the original work, identifying the 
omissions made by Al-Bakri and rectifying 
his errors. It is this work which won the 
Allama recognition as an authority on Arabic 
language and literature. But this recogniti- 
tion did not come to him easily. He worked 
on this research project for nearly seven 
years, undertaking journeys covering as 
much as 4,000 miles, and digesting the con- 
tents of hundreds of books even remotely 
relevant to the project. Allama Memon’ s edi- 
tion in three volumes includes Al-Qualf s two 
supplements as well as the critique of Ai- 
Bakri. 

His second book is a study of the famous 
Arab poet- philosopher Abul All AI- Marti 
(979-1058). The work deals with the lapses 
of the orientalists about Al-Marri including 
those by Dr. Taha Hussain, the renowned 
Egyptian scholar. The latter frankly rectified 
the deviations pointed out by Allama Memon 
in one of his subsequent works. 

The third important work. “Al 
Washahyiaf is a compilation of poet Abu 
Taramam's poetical anthology, which was 
edited for the first time by Allama Memon. 

Ever a purist in the matter of language and 
pronunciation, Allama Memon believed in 
plain living but high thinking. He lived a sim- 
ple life in a modest house in Karachi but 
made generous donations to institutions 
engaged in the. promotion of Islamic and 
Arabic studies. When he died on October 27, 
1978, he left behind no great property but 
high traditions of intellectual honesty, quest 
for knowledge and persistence in hard work. 

“You have the beautiful hand of AJ-Muqla 
(the famous calligraphist), the encylopaedic 
learning of Al-Jihaz and the powerful mem- 
ory of the Arabs." he was toJd by Dr. Abdul 
Wahhab Ai-Azzam, himself a great literary 
figure and the first Ambassador of Egypt to 
Pakisran.

Iraq-Iran conflict creates 
problems in oil supplies 
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ROTTERDAM, Oct. 24 (AFP) — Oil 
prices have begun a feverish rise as India, 
Turkey and Brazil start to feel the pinch 
caused by the cutoff of supplies from Iraq and 
Iran now in their second month of conflict. At 
Rotterdam the price of a ton' of gas-oil this 
week readied $315 against $285 in Sep- 
tember before the outbreak of the Gulf war. 

The price of exude oDs varied between 
$36.5 and $38 a barrel for ofl of Arab light 
reference quality sold under contract by 
Saadi Arabia at $30. 

India, which was taking 100,000 barrels a. 
day from Iraq and 1 20,000 barrels from Iran, 
has already bought 120,000 tons or 840,000 
barrels of crude on the spot markets at $3 8. 50 
a barrel, informed sources in London said. 
India is also seeking to buy 400,000 tons of 
fuel ofl. The international Energy Agency 
(IE A) grouping the 21 leading industralized 
countries except France has undertaken to 
find a mflltn tons of crude to improve supplies 
to Turkey which currently has only 30 days' 
of oil in stock compared with 110 to 130 days’ 
held by other member countries. 

Other IEA countries with better supplies 
are to be asked to make an effort of “solidar- 
ity\ 

Brazil has lost 400,000 barrels a day from 
Iraq or about half its total imports. Portugal 
has also experienced difficulties bat these 
might be overcome, according to the LEA. 
France, which received 24 per cent of its sup- 
plies from Iraq, has turned toward Belgium, 
the French Total 03 Company is believed to 
have bought between 300,000 and 400,000 
tons of Saudi Arabian oil from the Belgian 
Oil Company. 

Stocks in Rotterdam have been reduced 
but are still at near record levels. Total stocks 
in industrialized countries were 460 million 
tons at the end of September. The EEA’s 
board chairman Niels ErsboH said Tuesday 
night that the oil supply situation was “satis- 
factory.” 

Among producing countries, Venezuela 
has called a special meeting of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) to study the situation caused by die 
war between Iran and Iraq, despite an ofl 
surplus put at 1.4 million barrels a day by the 
IEA, the amount of ofl being offered by 
OPEC countries has fallen more than 2.5 
million barrels a day. 

Three OPEC meetings have already been 
cancelled since the war began. These are a 
meeting of finance ministers scheduled for 
Oct. 6, a meeting of ofl minis ters OcL 14 and 
ffiesummt of heads of state in Baghdad from 


Nov. 4 to 6 to celebrate OPEC s 2Gtb 
anniversary. 

In the meantime the tiny country of Lux- 
embourg, with a population of 360,000, con- 
sumed more ofl per person in 1978 than any 
other European country, according to statis- 
tics released Wednesday by the local office of 
the European Economic Community. In 
Bonn. 

The EEC reported that according to its 
latest figures, Luxembourg used 10,694 
kilograms of oil per capita, compared with a 
European average of 3,559 kilograms. Bel- 
gium ranked a distant second after Luxem- 
bourg with an average per capital consump- 
tion of 4,783 kilograms, followed by the 


Netherlands where oil consumption meas- 
ured an average 4,647 kilograms for each 
resident. 

EEC’s statistics showed West Germans 
consuming 4,359 kilograms per capita: Bri- 
tain and Denmark 37465 France 3,3 17; Italy 
2^74: and Ireland 2322. 

Other statistics show, however, that the 
average per person oil consumption in 
Europe was less than half the per capita con- 
sumption in the United States in 1978, where 
Americans burned an average of 8,087.8 
kilograms of ofl. 


In the Soviet Union the average amount of 
oil used in 1978 was 3,6813 kilograms. 


Japan auto producers 
lessen exports to U.S. 


TOKYO, OcL 24 — Japan’s auto produc- 
ers have become “self- restrictive and 
restrained” in their exports to the United 
States, Prime Minister Zen ko Suzuki said in 
an interview. Suzuki added that auto exports 
to the United States for the rest of this year 
will be “significantly less” than during the 
same period last year.. His comments pro- 
vided the first official assurance that Japan- 
ese auto companies are responding to com- 
plaints about their heavy inroads into the 
American car market 

“Looking at it from a long-range point of 
view,” the prime minister said, “Japan must 
avoid having its auto exports to the United 
States occur (like) a torrential deluge that 
would cause damage and have a bad effect 
upon American automobile workers and 
workers in related industries. 

“Japan, I feel, must improve this situation 
as promptly as possible,” he added. “This is 
the view erf the government. The Japanese 
auto industry, also, from a long-range pers- 
pective, realizes that this must be done. 

“Because the realization of the quantity of 
exports to U3. has naturally become self- 
restrictive and restrained.. 1 think that has 
turned into a trend.” 

Suznkf s comments Friday followed state- 
ments to the Los Angeles limes by the chief 
executives of Toyota Motor Co. and Nissan 
Motor Co., Japan’s biggest auto producers, 
that they will not fully rebuild depleted dealer 
inventories in the United States. The com- 
panies, however, have refused to say they

would bow to U.S. pressure for voluntary 
restraints. 

Referring to a pending decision on car 
imports by the U.S. International Trade 
Commission, the prime minister urged that 
restrictions be avoided “In the free world, 
the United States is the world’s largest 
economy and we are the second-largest I fed 
that our two nations must make their best 
efforts to avoid any protectionist inclinations 
or any action like curbing quantities of 
imports.” 

He added that countries like the United 
States, West Germany and Japan “have a 
major responsibility to seek equilibrium in 
international trade through expansion, not 
through contraction.” 

Suzuki also criticized U.S. an to companies 
for “a tardy and inadequate” response to the 
1973-74 energy crisis. They failed to respond 
sufficiently to tire public’s growing interest in 
more fuel- efficient smaller, cars, he said 
Suzuki said the Japanese government is urg- 
ing Japan’s auto producers to invest in pro- 
duction fa cil ities in the United States. He 
noted with satisfaction plans announced by 
Honda for a U.S. car plant and by Nissan fora 
trade factory as well as talks between Toyota 
and Ford on a joint production venture in the 
United States. 

Japan also is attempting to make it easier 
for American cars to be imported here, he 
said (only a trickle come in at present) 

Steps in that direction indude previously 
announced efforts to amplify inspection pro- 
cedures and to abolish tariffs on parts as well 
as on autos. He noted that a mission was sent 
to the United States recently to look into 
procuring American parts for Japanese cars. 

“We are making aD these efforts to 
improve- the present situafion because we 
want" t^avend any confrontation onjuitos 
between ffie United States and Japan. We 
want to avoid having this problem become a 
political one.” 

Suzuki expressed broad confidence in the 
United States as “a superpower upon which 
the free countries of the world can rely." He 
said he had a “ different perspective” than did 
his predecessor, the late Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira, who said last April that the 
United States was “no longer a superpower, 
but merely one of the powers.” 

Suzuki added however, that “no single 
nation can really control the security of the 
world Looking at the continued Soviet milit- 
ary buildup, I believe the free world, centered 
upon the United States, must work in 
unison... 

“Japan, with its peace constitution. ..and its 
co mmitm ent not to become a military power, 
cann ot cooperate” as the NATO countries 
do, Suzuki, said. But it can make a contribu- 
tion in economic aid to developing countries, 
he said and intends “to maintain the same 
footing with the United States and Western 
Europe as a responsible member of the free 
world” 

Citing factors that have made Japan so suc- 
cessful in world - economic competition, 
Suzuki leveled sharp criticism at both Ameri- 
can and European manufacturers for their 
lack of effort to export products to Japan. 

“Japanese business has been very energe- 
tic and hard-working in developing overseas 
markets,” he observed “It may be imperti- 
nent to say it, but I don’t think the European 
community and with all due respect, your 
country have been (as energetic) as Japan,” 
be said. 

“I feel our market in Japan is as open as 
American or European community mar , 
kets,” he added. “And since Japanese do like 
to buy more.. if you seD better quality pro- 
ducts and do a good selling job. T m sure that 
the trade imbalance (which was running at an 
annual rate of $1 1 .9 billion in the first eight 
months this year) will be improved.” 

He suggested that there is an especially 
strong market for American high-technology 
products, like computers, “where Japan has 
not quite come up to the American level of 
excellence.” But in more mundane consumer 
items, be said many Japanese products are 
cheaper and better than American.

W. Germany asks partners 
for meeting on steel issue 


BRUSSELS, OcL 24 (R) — West Ger- 
many has asked its Common Market partners 
for a ministerial meeting to discuss an EEC 
commission plan to take charge of the Euro- 
pean Steel Industry, commission officials 
said. Thursday was the official deadline for 
member states to agree to the plan, under 
which the commission would take control of 
production. 

Although the necessary majority of mem- 
bers have assented to the plan, the officials 
refused to specualte on whether the scheme 
would proceed from this week. But a com- 
mission statement indicated there would be a 
delay. The co mmis sion said it “confines itself 
to regretting any further delay in taking deci- 
sions to combat die steel crisis.” . 

European diplomats said West Germany 
told the commission it could not accept die 
introduction of the plan without further talks. 

The diplomats said a ministerial meeting 
would almost certainly be held at the 
weekend, in Luxembourg. In Bonn, an 
economics ministry spokesman said his 
minister, Otto Lambsdorff, was visiting Paris 
and London this week to discuss the steel 
crisis. 

Lambsdorff has said he believed voluntary 
quotas by steelmakers would be the best solu- 
tion to the problem of overproduction. The 
commission proposed mandatory production 
controls earlier this month, when it failed to 
persuade steelmakers to honor a voluntary 

agreement 

The plan calk for cuts in output of semi- 
finished sted products of between 13 and 20 
per cent in die last quarter of this year com- 
pared with die last three months in 1979. 

EEC sources have said that intransigence 
by the West German steelmakers ended any 
hopes of a voluntary accord. 

But West German steelmakers declared 
that they would be prepared to honor a vol- 
untary agreemenL This followed the commis- 
sion’s announcement of its schem e to take 
charge of the industry. Despite that 


development, senior commission officials 
said the EECs executive had no intention of 
backing down from its plan for industry con- 
troL 


European diplomats said it would be up to 
Luxembourg, as president of die EECs 
minis terial council, to deride whether to holdr 
a meeting. They saw little .chance that West 
Germany would be turned down, provided 
Lambsdorff could secure the approval of his 
French and British colleagues. 

Commission officials said that France and 
BritainTiad already telexed their approval of ; 
the scheme.

Hong Kong 
gets tough on 

border-jumpers 

HONG KONG, OcL 24 (AP) — Hong 
Kong, whose prosperity is credited mainly to 
refugees from Communist China, has 
announced drastic measures to cut off the 
influx of illegal immigrants from the main- 
land 

The Legislative Council rushed into law 
proposals by Governor Sir Murray Madeh- 
ose to abolish the so-called “touch base” pol- 
icy which permitted Chinese who evaded 
border guards and reach urban areas to stay 
in this British colony. 

The new law, which took effect at midnight 
Thursday, gives Hdhg Kong authorities 
power to arrest and repatriate all illegal 
immigrants no matter where they are found. 
Previously, only Chinese caught in the New 
Territories near the Hong Kong- China bor- 
der were sent back to China. 

Sr Murray said the massive influx of illegal 
Chinese, especially during the last two years, 
threatened the future prosperity of Hong 
. Kong and had already put a severe strain on 
'housing, education facilities and social ser- 
vices. 

Officials said that in 1979, 90,000 illegal 
immigrants were arrest and repatriated to' 
China, but they estimated 108,000'niade it 
into urban areas. In the first nine months of 
this year, 69,000 were caught but officials 
estimated some 62,000 evaded border pat- 
rols.

Charles sidesteps Mountbatten fund issue 


RAMSEY, England, Oct, 24 (AP) — 
Prince Charles, accused in the press of slack- ' 
ing on the job as chairman of the Earl- 
Mountbatten Memorial Trust, ignored the 
charges at a press conference and said that 
the British government has pledged $ 
240,000 of public money to the fund. 

He said Thursday the money Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher promised him is in 
addition, to the $ 312,000 and “.some other 
things in the pipeline, " raised by the trust 
since his great unde’s assassination by Irish 
Republican Army guerrillas Aug. 27 last 
year. 

An IRA bomb planted aboard Mountbat- 
ten’s holiday boat in Donegal Bay, Ireland, 
killed the 79-year-old World War U hero, 
who was the unde of Prince Philip. Philip is 
husband of Queen Elizabeth II and Charles's 
father. The bomb also killed three other peo- 
ple in the boat, inducting Mountbatten’ s 
15-year-old grandson Nicholas Knatchbull. 
The memorial fund was established within 
weeks of Mountbatten’s death to perpetuate 
his name and beliefs.

150 arrested in Estonia disorders 


MOSCOW, Oct. 24 (AFP) — About 150 
youths were detained during a series of anti- 
Soviet demonstrations this month in the Bal- 
tic Soviet republic of Estonia and some 30 
will soon be put on trial, a dissident source 
said here. 

The Estonian radio denounced the "seri- 
ous disorders" in the capital. Tallin, and said 
the "instigators and criminal vandals” were 
being prosecuted. Slogans chanted by 
demonstrators included "Independence for 
Estonia.” and" Down with Russian Domina- 
tion,” die source said. 

There has been unusual agitation for a 
month in the Baltic state, which was indepen- 
dent from 1918 to 1940. The demonstrations 
in the capital, on Sept. 22 and OcL 1 , were big 
enough to make Estonian Interior Minister 
Marko Tybar apperar on television. 

Confirmation of the demonstrations came 
when the Communist Party newspaper 
Sovietskaya Estoniya complained that "hood- 
lums and hooligans have gathered to create 
disorder.” 

Workers in a factory repair shop at Tartu, 
the Estonian Soviet republic s second- biggest 


dty, went on strike for two days on Oct. 1 and 
2 to protest against increased production 
quotas. They demanded bonuses for their 
increased output. 

This was confirmed by the manager of a 
neighboring factory, though the Estonian 
Interior Ministry denied there had been a 
strike. A ministry spokesman also denied 
there was 3 student demonstration in Tartu 
on Oct. 1 0. 

But Estonian exiles in Sweden said several 
hundred youths demonstrated there on Oct. 
10 to demand an end to “Soviet occupation of 
Estonia” and the resignation of Education 
Minister Mrs. Elisa Grechkina. They accused 
her of speeding up a process of " Russifying 
Estonia." 

This seemed to indicate' that nationalist 
feeling is making a comeback among the 
population, observers here said. Nationalist 
feeling had remained strong enough in 
Estonia’: as in the other former Baltic states 
Lithuania and Latvia, to give birth to a 
"nationalist opposition," several members of 
which were sentenced to prison recently. 


Japanese find 370-year-old wreck 


TOKYO, Ocl 24 ( AP) — Japanese salva- 
gers have found the wreck of a 17th century 
Portuguese ship sunk after a battle off the 
coast of southwest Japan, possibly carrying 
$ 2 million in treasure, a salvage company 
official has said. 

The company plans to salvage the ship, 
identified as the 600-ion Madrede Deus, from 
47 meters of water off Nagasaki, said Mitsuo 
Terasawa, manag ing director of the Nippon 
Maritime Development Co. 

“ Our divers previously confirmed a Por- 
tuguese ship resting about 1 55 feet below the 
surface, covered with sludge. We’ll be able to 
salvage it in about one month, beginning 
around mic^ November,” Teras^w/r.sgid. 


v Asked if his company might return the ves- 
sel and its cargo to Portugal, Terasawa said 
any treasure — which he speculated would be 
gold and silver — salvaged from HieMadre de 
Deus would be donated to the dty of 
Nagasaki to be preserved as historical relics. 
Nagasaki, 1,038 km southwest of Tokyo, was 
one of the first Japanese dries opened to the 
West in the early 1600s. 

Historians at the University of Tokyo said 
the Madre de Deus, captained by Andre 
Pesso, was attacked and sunk by Nagasaki 
citizens in 1609 on its voyage to the city from 
Southeast Asia. The attack was retaliation 
against the Portuguese captain, who is sup- 
posed to have killed Nagasaki dtizens 
involved in a dispute with Portuguese sailors.

1. One spade. In general, a 
six-card suit is named ahead 
of a five-card suit But when 
the suits are adjacoit in rank 
and the high-card content of 
the hand is close to the 
allowable minimum, the 
higher-ranking suit is bid first 
— even though it is die shorter 
suit. The direct effect of this is 
that the bidding is kept at a 
relatively low level in a hand 
of limit ed strength. 

2. One chib. Players who are 
not point-count conscious 
might open the bidding with 
either one or two notrump. 
Admittedly, this 20-point hand 
looks very notrumpish, 
considering its flat 
distribution and higb-card 
strength, blit it is for better to 
identify these aspects later on. 

An opening one notrump bid 
shows 16 to 18 points; two 
notrump shows 22 to 24 points. 
These upper and lower limits 
are inflexible and cannot be 
varied without the risk of a 
calamity. It is better to open

one dub and then jump to 
three notrump; this delivers 
the message more accurately. 
If partner passes one chib, the 
odds are great that there is no 
game in the hand. 

3. One diamond. The fact 
that there are only 12 high- 
card points is not a good 
reason for passing. It is 
dangerous to pass such hands, 
chiefly because you would 
have a hard time later cm 
making up for tbe pass. 

Once you decide to open, it is 
better to start with a diamond 
than a dub, in line with the 
general rule of first bidding 
the higher-ranking of two 
equally long suits. 

4. Pass. The only other call 
that can be reasonably 
considered is one spade, but 
this would be begging for 
trouble because of the rebid 
problem that would arise if 
partner responded two dubs, 
diamonds or hearts. 

Each of these responses 
would constitute a forcing bid, 
and it woidd be impossible to 
find a rebid that would not 
misrepresent your high-card 
values or your distribution. It 
is better to pass originally on a 
borderline hand than to run 
the risk of being faced later 
with an insoluble bidding 
problem.

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Kim pleads innocent 


before appeals court

SEOUL, Oct. 24 (AP) — Dissident leader 
Kim Dae-Jung, sentenced to death on sedi- 
tion charges last month, pleaded innocent 
Friday as his appeals trial was opened by a 
South Korean army court- martial. He also 
vehemently denied the prosecution charge 
that he had been a Communist, adding that 
he never made any Temarks praising 
Co mmunis m, 

“1 am a liberal Democrat, not a Commun- 
ist. If there were Communist unification I 
would oppose it I never thought of unifica- 
tion under Communism," he said in answer 
to a question by his defense lawyer. 

Kim was accused of attempting to over- 
throw the government through popular upris- 
ings in connection with a series of riotious 


student anti-government demonstrations in 
May. He also was charged with violating the 
national security law by heading a Korean 
residents organization in Japan, called 
“Han min tong," which the earlier military 
court that tried Kim ruled was an anti-state 
group. 

Twenty- three of Kim's followers were 
tried with him earlier, and drew prison terms 
ran g in g from two to 20' years. Wearing a 
white traditional Korean dress, the promi- 
nent dissident figure looked healthy as he was 
led into the courtroom by military police. 

When one legal officer of the court asked 
die lawyer to cut his questions short, Kim 
protested, saying, “How can you ask him to 
cut it short, when a man’s life is at stake?"

Seen as interim leader 


Brezhnev crony Tikhonov a latecomer to Soviet power 


MOSCOW, OcL 24 (AP) — Hew. 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Tikhonov, an 
elderly economics specialist, is a long and 
dose political associate of Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev — going back to 
industrial work in die Ukraine in the 
1920s. 

But at age 75, the new premier can only 
be regarded as an interim replacement in 
the No. 2 post of the Soviet hierarchy, 
which is dominated by old men with health 
problems. The 73-year-okl Brezhnev, the 
top Soviet official, himself has suffered' 
recurring periods of ill health, and a 
potential long-term successor to him has 
not emerged. 

Tikhonov has been serving as first 
deputy chairman — equivalent to first 
deputy premier — since Sept. 2, 1976, 
when he was promoted following reports 
that Kosygin was ill. 

Hq.begakthen to take an active role in 
international affairs, undertaking official 
foreign ■'visits as Kosygin's condition 
worsened. In his most recent trip abroad, 
Tikhonov went to West Germany last May 
to negotiate details of a 25-year economic 
agreement in which German technology 
and know-how will be used to exploit 
Siberia in return for deliveries erf Soviet 
raw materials. 

Accepting the premiership, Tikhonov 
expressed personal thanks to his mentor 
Brezhnev in a speech to the Supreme 
Soviet in the Kremlin. 

He also pledged fidelity to die “ course 
of our Leninist parly, ” and gave these 
objectives : “ Improving the welfare of 
the Soviet people, strengthening the 
economic power of the country, guarante- 
eing security and establishing peace. "

on formal academic work. 

He was bom in 1905, and at the age erf 
18 began working as a locomotive fireman 
and factory mechanic. In 1930 he gradu- 
ated from the Dnepropetrovsk Metallur- 
gical Institute, the same school at which 
Brezhnev earned a degree in 1935. 

Brezhnev became head of the Dnep- 


ropetrovsk regional Communist Party 
committee in 1939, so it is likely the two 
came to know each other well in connec- 
tion with the region's industrial affairs. 

From 1933 to 1947, Tikhonov was a 
section head, the chief engineer at fac- 
tories in die Dnepropetrovsk and Per- 
vouralsk i regions. Tikhonov's most 
responsible job at a single plant was as 
director of the Southern Tube Mill at 
Nikopol in 1947-50. 

He worked from 1950 to 1957 in the 
National Ferrous Metallurgy Ministry, ris- 
ing to deputy minister, then took over the 
Dnepropetrovsk economic region in 
1957-60. 

Tikhonov was deputy chairman of the 
State Science and Economic Council in 
1960-62 and then as deputy chairman of 
GOSPLAN, the state economic planning 
organization, in 1962-65. 

Even before reaching the top hierarchy, 
Tikhonov made several official trips to the 
West, ..visiting Switzerland in 1955, 
Canada in 1956 and the United States in 
1958 and 1959, on the latter occasion 
accompanying Nikita Khrushchev. 

Tikhonov was named vice chairman of 


the Soviet council of ministers in 1965. 
and was promoted to first deputy prime 
minster in 1976. In recent years, he has 
had special responsibility for economic 
relations with two of the key trading part- 
ners of the Soviet Union — West Ger- 
many and its Communist neighbor East 
Germany. 

Western analysts have noted that 
Tikhonov’s rise through the hierarchy to 
become Kosygin's successor was quite 
slow, indicating there may have been 
opposition to him within the ruling Polit- 
buro. 

Tikhonov only became an ate mate 
member of the Kremlin’s secretive 
policy-making body in November 1978, 
more than 10 years after becoming first 
deputy premier. In the past that job had 
meant virtually automatic promotion to 
the Politburo. He was finally named a full 
voting member of the Politburo less than a 
year ago, on Nov. 27", 1979. 

Tikhonov's wife died earlier this month, 
and her obituary appeared prominently in 
the official Communist Party newspaper 
Premia — an unusual honor rarely 
accorded wives of high officials.

Tikhonov’s career parallels that of 
many of the Soviet Union’s top leaders. 
It is heavy on work experience and short 


use of all his experience if he is to help solve 
the Soviet Union’s growing economic prob- 
lems. 

On Tuesday, Brezhnev admitted that Rus- 
sia’s dries aren't receiving enough meat and 
milk, and he called fora new food production 
program to help feed the nation. The Soviet 
leader also served notice in a speech to the 
party central committee that improvements 
must be made in production of consumer 
goods. 

“ Many goods are still of poor quality. The 
supply of some other products that are much

in demand is quite often erratic, 
said. 

As the country’s new economic chief, 
Tikhonov has the task of resolving these 
oroblems at a time when allocation of 
resources is putting the government under 
increasing economic pressure; Western anal- 
ysts said. Tikhonov would be unlikely to initi- 
ate majbr changes in the economy, but he 
could seek to encourage more initiative 
among administrators below the top level of 
power ip improve production effiaency. 

Kosygin’s departure is expected to have 


little effect on the Soviet Union’ s foreign pol- 
icy, evep though he once exerted consider- 
able influence as a veteran diplomatic troub- 
leshooter. 


Brezhpev and .Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko are widely believed to 
dominate foreign policy decisions made by 
the secretive 15-member Politburo. 


Although Brezhnev’s announcement of 
Kosygin’s retirement contained no words of 
praise, the forma premier is believed to have 
departed his job with his reputation intact.

Aid packets puzzle Afghans 


ISLAMABAD, OcL 24 (AP) — Sardines 
in tomato sauce, high-heel shoes, brassieres, 
briefcases, and weight reducing powder are 
among the avalanche of donations shipped 
from around the world for the one million 
Afghan refugees in Pakistan. 


“1 am sure it was done with the best of 
[tendons,” said one perplexed relief worker, 
but much of it is totally useless.” 


The Pakistan government and the United 
Nations high commissioner for refugees have 
issued lists of the foods, medicines 'and clo- 
thing the Afghans require. Much of- what 
arrives falls within the guidelines, but a 
number of foreign charity gro ups and gov- 
ernments continue to ship without checking 
first.

opened bales of used clothing and found l 
Western-style party dresses and other 
apparel which they consider scandalously 
inappropriate for their women, a U.N. emp- 
loyee said. 

As devout Muslims, the Afghans refused to 
eat any of the 6,467 kgs of canned meat 
donated by one country because it had not 
been prepared in the prescribed Islamic 
manner.

PEKING, OcL 24 (AFP) — Trishaws, con- 
sidered a symbol of “capitalist exploitation” 
during the Cultural Revolution *'of 1966-76 
have reappeared in Peking. 

The Peking Daly said that a trishaw service 
had beat set up in the Qian men district in the 
south of the capital and that it would start 
operating at mice. 100 sew trishaws have 
been ordered from Hangzhou in eastern 
China by foe Qianmen service which has 
taken on unemployed youths as drivers. 

The newspaper said that trishaws were an 
ideal form of transport in a city like Peking 
which was short of taxis, particularly in the 
evening. Prices were very reasonable at 030 
yuan (20 cents) per kilometer although the 
price could be altered depending on the 
weather and what was being carried, it said. 


WARSAW, Ocl 24 (AP) — Leaders of 
Poland’s largest independent trade union 
voted Friday to insert an “explanation” in 
their proposed charter in an effort to end a 
court dispute over the wording of foe union’ s 
recognition of Communist principles. 

Solidarity union leaders voted just minutes 
before a 10 a.m. court hearing on the charter 
to darify what they maintain is already 
implied in the document Union leader Lech 
Walesa said the clarification was not a com- 
promise and did not change the charter, but it 
appeared to be an attempt to let both the 
union and foe government save face without 
a dmitting concessions. 

At a meeting in the Catholic Intellectual 
Club, the leaders agreed to insert a complex 
statement saying that the charter is based on 
the entire Gdansk agreement that settled 
massive strikes Aug. 31 and permitted free 
trade unions. That document stated that foe 
new unions recognize the Communist Party 
as the leading force in Poland, do not ques- 
tion foe nation’s Communist alliances and 
accept social ownership of the means of pro- 
duction. 

The charter dispute has raised tension on 
both sides, with banners appearing on some 
Warsaw factories saying: “We demand 
registration of Solidarity." The hearing came 
nearly a month after Walesa filed foe petition 
for certification, The union claims some 
seven million members.. 

Bogdan Us, a member of the union pres- 
idium, said in Gdansk that Solidarity did not 
acknowledge the party’s leading rale in' the 
unions “which are free and independent of 
any outside influence." Union officials said 
including such a statement in the charter 
would give foe onion a political character 
which it did not seek. 

Us and other presidium members said they 
saw no need to iadude an explicit statement 
on the party’s role in foe charter since the 
principle of the “leading role” was implied 
already in the document.

Spain blast 


BILBAO, Spain, Oct. 24 (Agencies) _ — 
The official number of dead in the explosion 
of a heating boiler at a school in Ortuella is 
51, foe :, 'rivfl governor of Vizcaya Province 
said Friday. 

Still hospitalized were thirty Other children 
injured in foe blast in the mining town erf 
5,000 on foe outskirts of this city in northern 
Spain. Six were reported in grave condition. 

The civil governor's office said the victims 
induded 49 girls and boys, aged 6 to 8, a 
teacher and a plumber, who technicians said 
could have accidentally caused foe disaster. 
The technicians saidTbe explosion may have 
been triggered while foe plumber was solder- 
ing near he bioler. 

The governor’s statement said all bodies 
have been recovered from foe debris of the 
four-story state-run school 

Anguished parents rushed to the school 
after Thursday’s blast, searching in despair 
among foe debris for their missing children. 

Some parents carried off dead children in 
their arms and eyewitnesses said a civil guard 
tackled a grief-stricken mother who tried to 
jump off a b uilding shouting “my two sons 
are there." The children in foe school were 
from six to 10 years old. 

The civil governor said propane gas prob- 
ably leaked from kitchen facilities and 
accumulated under three ground floor clas- 
srooms housing about 80 children. 

The explosion was foe worst in Spain since 
a gas tanker truck exploded outside a 
crowded c&msite two years ago killing' 200 
holidaymakers. 


Peking dishes 
up full bill for 
big shot diners 


HONG KONG, Ocl 24 (AFP) — Com- 
munist Chinese authorities have instructed 
restaurants in Peking to make sure that all 
customers, including high-ranking officials, 
pay their bills. 

The decision comes in the wake of a scan- 
dal that Chinese Minister of Commerce Lang' 
Lei paid only token sums for extravagant 
meals in one of Peking’s fanciest restaurants. 

New China News Agency Friday quoted a 
spokesman for foe Peking O. Q. Sendee 
Bureau, which manages foe at^s 16 large 
hotels and restaurants, as saying that “ all 
those who come to a restaurant, irrespective 
of their positions, are ordinary customers. 
Prices should be the same for everyone. ”

“You know what foe English 
say: Scotsmen, take long strides when 
walking hoping to ease foe burden on 
their shoes.’’ 

“My neighbor bade home,” I coun- 
tered," a lady of charm and rectitude, used 
to fnit all her soap in foe sun for a while 
before using it at home. She used to say 
'that dried soap was longer lasting than 
ordinary soap.” So you see questions of 
miserliness aren't necessarily connected 
with nationality.” 

“Furthermore," t wanned to my theme, 
“isn't foe Book of Misers by foe great A1 
jahiz an adornment to our literature — - 
and any other literature for that matter? 
And did it tell tales of Scotsmen longstrid- 
ing it to save on boots or whole English 
families sharing one humble fig between 
them? No it didn’ L AH tnagnificant stories 
were about Arabs and Muslims of foe gol- 
den age of our civilization, breaking all 
records in meanness and penny pinching. 
The thin g is international. There is no 
doubt about it ..."

The spokesman said that the practice of 
allowing high-ranking cadres to eat costly 
meals but pay little originated during foe 
1960s, When government leaders dined in 
Peking’s top restaurants, their bills were kept 
artificially low — in some cases expensive 
dishes priced foe same as snack-bar food, be 
said. 


The case of Wang became public a week 
ago when a cook at the Fengzeyuan Restaur- 
ant complained to the discipline inspection 
commission of foe Chinese Communist Party 
that the minister had paid only a fraction erf 
the cost of meals he had at theFenzeyuan. 

Wang later admitted his mistakes and paid 
foe balance he owed to foe restaurant for 
meals eaten over foe past two years. 


The Peking authorities also have decided 
to damp down on a trend of accepting small 
gifts from foreign businessmen in quest of 
contracts in foe People’s Republic. 

The Peking Daily published a directive 
issued by foe party municipal committee 
stipulating that all such gifts received by 
enterprises or individuals had to be handed 
over to foe state from now on. 


LONDON, Oct 24 (AP) — The British' 
pound hit a 6% -year record high against the 
dollar in early trading Friday, while foe U.S. 
currency finned against most other major 
currencies. Gold prices fell sharply. 

The pound was trading at $2.4572 in early 
dealing, up from $2.4445 at the dose on 
Thursday. The strong British currency has 
climbed all week from around $2.42, to the 
growing distress of British industry whose 
exports become increasingly expensive. 

Sterling is buoyed both by Britain's North 
Sea oil and foe country’s high 16 per rent 
interest rates which attract foreign funds. The 
latest rise follows an announcement Thurs- 
day that foe minimum lending rate wiQ 
remain unchanged, at least for another 
month. 

In Tokyo, where trading ends before it 
begins in Europe, foe dollar climbed sharply 
against foe Japanese yen, to finish the week at 
212.55 yen, 330 yen higher than Thursday’s 
dose, and 435 yen up on foe dose last Fri- 
day. 

Gold opened in London at $629.50 an 
ounce, down from .$636 at foe overnight 
dose, and died another dollar in later trading 
Friday. The morning fixing was $628. 

In Zurich, Europe’s biggest bullion mar- 
ket, gold started trading at$62530 an ounce. 
$10 below Thursday’s dose, but later fiftned 
to around $628. 

In Hong Kong, gold dosed Friday at 
$625.81 an ounce, down $19.41 from Thurs- 
day.
